Charges That Go v ernment Will 
Do minate Educatio n in State 
if Plan Is Ado pted Hurled 
Freely in Attack in State Sen­ 
ate. 


Austin, June 21.—(JP)—Preceded b y 
a spirited deb ate, the Senate today 
refused to ask Tex as Congressmen 
to lend their support to the Brand 
b ill carrying an annual appropriation 
of $100,000,000 for m aintainanee of 
rural schools. The vote was 16 to 10. 
Should the pending b ill b ecome a 
law, Senator Thomas B. Love, Dallas, 
ex plained, Tex as would receive from 
the government $7.000,000 yearly to 
carry on rural school work in the 
state. 
Charges that the government soon 
would dominate education in state 
schools were hurled freely in the a t ­ 
tack on 
Senator Love’s 
resolution 
approving the Brand measure. 
“There 
has 
b een 
a 
well-defined 
move started a t Washington for a 
departm ent of education to train the 
minds of our students along particu­ 
lar lines of political thought,” Sena­ 
tor A. J. W irtz of Seguin ob served. 
“If we continue t > call on the govern­ 
ment for financial aid we are in 
serious danger of standardizing edu­ 
cation. When you give a b oard at
